EDITORIAL COMMENT 


DEMOCRATIC-SILVER PLATFORM 


K JOURNAL believes that the platform 
adopted by the joint convention of the 


Democratic and Silver parties is one of the most 
commendable nature ever ratified by a political 
organization in this State. 


The fifteen articles .give a concise statement 


of the important issues of the day: they are 


economically truthful; they conform, with the 


trend of political thought; they sound a note of 


warning against the abuse of the prosperity of 
the United States by the trusts. 
The issues 


brought out in this platform arc truly Democratic 
ideas, ideas of the people. 


Honesty—honesty in trade and government— 


is advocated b\ Nevada's Democrats and Silver- 


men. 
Government for the people is the general 


trend of the articles in the platform: government 


by the people is advocated especially in the second- 


article, stating that the convention favors the 


election 01" the United States Senators by direct 


vote. 
Deplorable special privileges 
are con- 


demned; the revision of the tariff is favored. 
!'.y 


this means we believe that the control of prices 
can only be effected. 


President Roosevelt, the most democratic of 


executive men v;ho ever represented Republican- 


ism, has tried to stop the aggressions of monopo- 


lies, and the convention rightly expresses the 


conviction that the only hope for salvation lies 


in the election of a Democratic Congress in No- 


vember. 
For the Republican members of the 


legislative body have remained subservient to the 


interests for which they were elected and blocked 


effectually the attempts of the executive in enforc- 
ing the measures which have passed the Senate 


and the House for the protection of the public. 


And the Republicans will again seek to gain con- 
trol of the administrative government by the alli- 


ance between the political managers 
and 
the 


trusts, because they did not pass the measure that 
forbids the election contributions that have been 
a disgrace to the organized political force of the 
party they represent. 


The Journal believes that the stand taken by 


the convention on the mone\ question and the 
indorsement of Jiryan is entirely commendable. 
Conditions and public sentiment demand that 
William Jennings l>ryan be the next president 
of the United States and the undivided support 
of the convention is assured. 


In State politics Governor Sparks has been 


given his due. 
Nevada has prospered in a man- 


ner incomparable with any other State during 
the last four years ami the executive head has 
been in a great measure responsible for this. The 
rights of the workingman, the eight-hour law, 
were first enforced by Governor Sparks, indus- 
trial peace has been attained, and the people of 
the commonwealth have low taxation and enjoyed 
the benefits of an irrigation project, the largest 
in the history of the world. 


To the senior Senator, Francis G. Ncwlands, 


the credit for the passage of the great irrigation 
law is rightfully given, ^"e believe that his name 
will forever live in the economic history of the 
country for the success of these gigantic projects 
and certainly the smallest appreciation of his 
services that the convention could give is the en- 
dorsement of liU candidacy for re-election. 
His 


is a service that cannot be repaid, but the grate- 


ful people of the State can choose him again for 
all means, the prosperity of Nevada demands it. 
For the protection of the workingman an in- 
spector of mines is advocated. This would make 
al! of the operations conform to certain standard, 
and lessen the dangers to the lives of the men 
who dig for the gold. 


The education of the youth of this State is ad- 


mirably mentioned in the platform. 
The public 


school instruction of Nevada should be kept at 
the highest standard.

President Stubbs of University of Ne- 


vada Makes Report to Board of 
Regents With Many Recommenda- 


tions 


The circus has come and gone. The 


big tent that covered a vast expanse 
of sand and sawdust near Planigan's 
warehouse is a thing of the past. Like 
the Arab's tent, it is folded and gone. 
All that remains is the unanimated 
rings of sawdust, horsehoof ploughed 
circumferences and a recollection of 
one of the greatest circuses that has 
ever visited Reno. 
The only things 


the matter with the chow was the de- 
lay that attended it; the heat of the 
sun that beat down pitilessly on the 
crowds that surged, from nearly 
1 


o'clock yesterday afternoon till after 
3, around the one wagon from which 
tickets were dispensed, and the wear- 
iness that attends the rush and hur- 
ry of a circus which arrives late. This, 
however, is said not to have been the 
fault of the management. 


Once inside the tent the afternoon 


crowd was quickly and quietly seat- 
ed, and the evening crowd was even 
more easily handled. 


Then followed a really great show. 


It must be hard for a circus to live 
up to the 
reputation 
which 
press 


agents give it in advance. 
Such ad- 


jectives as 
"glittering," 
"glorius," 


"nerve racklnf," "thrilling," "gigantic" 
and all the rest of the exaggerated vo- 
cabulary of the advance 
sheets 
of 


circusdom are 
not 
apparently 
the 


easiest things in the world to live up 
to. As far as it is possible within the 
limitations which circumscribe human 
effort, it was freely admitted yester- 
day that the Sells-Forepaugh "galaxy 
of glittering greatness" was as nearly 
that as is possible. 


There were many novelties intro- 


duced, showing the trend of modern 
circus sensationalism. There was the 
flre scene, where a hotel, suddenly 
bursting into flames, was the center 
of activity of a great fire department 
Horses rushed round 
the 
big ring 


harnessed to modern fire-extinguishing 
apparatus; there were thrilling rescues 
of tenants from upper story windows 
and final victory over realistic flames. 
But one improvement might be sug- 
gested. 
To those who, whether visit- 


ing on a pass or paying for cholsc 
seats in the reserved section, happened 
to have a point, of vantage immedi- 
ately opposite the fire, it was rather 
incongruous, to say the least, to ob- 
serve, while tumult reigned without 
and busy firemen were rescuing em- 
perileil women and children from the 
doomed structure, a man busily re- 
lighting the set fires within which in 
going out prematurely were apt to in- 
tearfere with the illusion of the im- 
pending disaster. 
The "super" with 


his torch -uas to calm to fit nicely in- 
to the otherwise thrillin gpicture. 


A unique performance was given by 


a party of ladies and gentleme nin 
a 


tally-ho. While the vehicle ^\d.s drawn 
rapidly around the sawdust covered 
ring the occupants performed all sorts 
of thrilling feats, jumping on and off 
the horses, climbing on fach other's 
shoulders and otherwise doing 
the 
most unconventional things while the 
horses ran around their course. 


But it was impossible to enumerate 


all the sights and seunds of the 
big 


circus. 
It would take a week to see 


them all fully. 
In fact if an obpection 


could be urged It would be that there 
was too much. It i& a case of criticis- 
ing the quantity as being excessive. 


Flotow in his perilous ride do\\n the 


steep, narrow incline from the tent 
apex on a bicycle, which after 
a 


short ascentional shoot fies out in the 
air and drops in a net, miraculously. 
to find himself flung to the tent top 
where he grips on a crescent, which 
gives the act the title "trip to the 
moon," had every one thrilled. 


The band which preludes and plays 


during the show is unusually good, 
particularly when one recalls the caco- 
phonous aggregations which 
usually 


attended the circus of older memories. 
The acrobats were all they were prom- 
ised to be and the clowns more. There 
was but one thing that remained as it 
used to be. 
In all respects but this 


the circus stands a monument to the 
operators: 
The lemonade. 
Its only 


virtue was that it was wet. 


It is estimated that over $30,000 


was spent in the huge tent and in the 
sideshows by the two vast throngs 
that filled the canvas covered attrac- 
tions. 
Of this sum perhaps the larg- 


er part was brought into this city by 
visitors from all quarters. 


After the circus \\as over last night 


and while the attaches 
were 
busy 


loading the huge amusement enter- 
prise on the two trains which bear it 
from place to place, a large number 
of the performers and their wives were 
royally entertained at Elks home, by 
the order to which most of them be- 
long. 
The evening was pleasantly 


spent and refreshments served to the 
guests by the local Elks and their 
wives.

The report of President Stubbs to 


Regent Oscar J. Smith of the Univer- 
sity of Nevada, which was made yes- 
terday, contains a summary of 
the 


work of the summer and the recom- 
mendations for improvements that will 
ha\e to be made to keep up the stand- 
ard of the college. 


In order to meet trie increased cost 


of living, President Stubbs suggests 
larger salaries for the instructors at 
the university; the appointments to 
the faculty as published in the Journal 
a few days ago were submitted to 
Regent Smith for approval and 
the 


military instructorship was discussed. 
Folowing is a review of the main items 
in the report: 
Need of Militia. 


At the inspection of the University 


Cadet Corps by Major Diskman of the 
general staff on April 30th there were 
only eighty-eight cadets in the battal- 
ion. 
The department requires 160 as 


a rule before a special instructor is al- 
low ed for the military department of 
the college. 
I have the report of the 


inspector and it is very satisfactory, 
except at the last, where he says that 
on account of the number of cadets we 
are not entitled to an officer from the 
active list. 
I have received a com- 


munication from Washington saying 
that the ordnance department would 
not issue us U. S. magazine rifles until 
the question was settled. 
I 
recommended 
therefore, 
that 


Piofessor Wilson be granted a leave of 
absence for two years from the 31st 
daj, of August. 1906, but that he be re- 
tained as dean until September 30, 
1906. 
Mackay Building 


The building of the Mackay mining 


building is still a matter of considera- 
tion as between the architects and the 
builders. 
No contract has been let. 


We received bids for the building on 
August 4th and immediately forwarded 
them to Wm. S. Richardson, architect 
in charge. 
The lowest bid 
for 
the 


building as the architects had planned 
it was $97,499 by the Northwestern 
Construction Company. 


The^e bids were so much in excess 


of the gift by Mr. Mackay that Mr. 
Richardson asked Walter H. Bliss of 
the firm of Bliss & Feville, San Fran- 
cisco, to come to Reno, look over the 
plans and see what he could suggest in 
the way of reduced cost to the build- 
ing by changes. Mr. Bliss was here on 
Saturday, August 25th, and went over 
the plans and specifications and bidf 
with Mr. Schuler of the Northwestern 
Construction Company, the lowest bid- 
der, 
and Professor George J. Young.
